position with the Metropolitan Area Narcotics Squad, where he

elected chairman of the Threat Analysis & Critical

Infrastructure Sub-Committee of the Grundy County Homeland
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Security Committee and worked in wvarious positions with the
Grundy County Law Enforcement Managers Association, Represent
the Sheriff, the Grundy County Emergency Services & Disaster
Agency, the Thirteenth Judicial Circuit Family Violence
Preventing Council, the Illinois Law Enforcement Alarm System,
the Illinois Terrorism Task Force, and the Grundy County Safety

Committee; and
